GOVERNOR WATERMAN DEAD. 
He Saccambt to Pneumonia After aBrief 


Xllnes*. 


Ex-Governor B. W. Waterman died 


yesterday at his home on Florence 
Heights, San Diego, the cansa of his 
death, being pneumonia. 
Hia end was 


painless and he was surrounded by 
many of the members of his family. The 
funeral will be held on Tuesday at Sail 
I>iego. Pneumonia resulted from a cold 
contracted during the reception o£ Secre- 
tary of War Proctor. 
« 
Ii. W. Waterman was born at Fair- 


field, Herkimer 
county, 
!N*. Y., 
on 


December 15, 1826, making him 65 years 
oid at the time oi his death. His father 
died when he was a small lad, and his 
three brothers put him to service in a 
store at Syracuse, 111., where herernained 
until 20 years old. In 1846 he opened a 
store at Belvidere, LI. In 1847 he mar- 
ried Miss Jane Gardiner. Of seven chil- 
dren born to the union six are living. 
In 1S50 he came across the plains to Cal- 
ifornia, but, remained only two years 
returning to Illinois and becoming some- 
what prominent in politics. 
He was 


I-'ostmastev at Genoa under President 
Taylor. In 1873 he returned to California 
and located in San "Bernardino. In con- 
junction with J. L. Porter he discoverec 
the mines of the Calico district anc 
made a fortune in mining, his income 
being estimated at $1000 a day, the 
famous Stonewall mints at Julian being 
his best property. In 18SO he war, elected 
Lieutenant-Governor by the Republi 
cans and Americans, and upon the death 
of Governor AVashingtoii Bartlett in 
September, 1887, he succeeded to the 
Chief Magistracy of the State. He went 
out of office on January 1st of this year.

Probably a better idea of the new church 


for St. Francis de Sales' parish can be ob- 
tained from the accompanying cut mode 
from a photograph of tbe plans on file in 
the architect's office than from a descrip- 
tion of the proposed building, but still Ihe 
picture conveys but a vague idea of 1be 
btauty and "magnitude of the building; 
which bids fair even to rival the new 
cattiedral i/i San Francisco. 


The building is of Gothic style of archi- 


tecture, and 
will be built ol brick with 


terracotta trimmings. The front and side 
of the building will be of pressed brick. 
The new church will stand on tha north- 
east corner of Hobfirt and Grove streets, 
and will have a frontage ou Grovi) street of 
about 8S feet and a depth on HoBart street 
of 170 feet, with cross transepts 07 feet. 


Tbe main entrance will be on Grove 


street, and will consist of three doors, each 
being eight feet iu width and 
approached 


by steps forty feet in widtil, there being 
eight steps from the sidewalk to' the m.iin 
floor. 
Tbe entrances lead to a spacious vestibule 


Mx-10 feet in size ou the left-hand side of 
which is the baptistry, 12x18 feet, and on 
the right the tower, 25 feet square. Tha en- 
trance to the nave is through three eight- 
foot doors corresponding to the outside 
openings. 


The general arrangement of the plan is 


cruciform, tbe interior consisting of a nave 
forty feet in width and about sixty feet 
hicb. The side aisles are twelve feet in 
width and about thirty feet in height and 
the transeps are forty feet iu width and 
have a height corresponding with the nave. 


The 
chancel is 
polygonal 
in form, 


forty feet in width and forty-four Jeet in 
deptb, flanked on either side by bays 
twelve by eighteen feet each, at the sides 
of the chancel are spacious sacristies, each 
about forty feet square. 


On the north and south sides of the 


oUurch adjacent to tke transeps are the 
side entrance?. The tow^r at the corner of 
the two streets will be about, 175 feet in 
height and has a belfry arranged for either 
a single Dell or chimes. The roof will be 
slate. 


The interior of the church will be finished 


in natural woods aud will have a seating 
capacity of about the same number as (lie 
Kirst Congregational Churcb. 
The win- 


dows, of which there are a great many, 
will be of the moat beautiful and cos'.ly 
stained glass, many of which will be me- 
morial windows put in by friends and rela- 
tives of departed residents of the parish of 
St. Francis"de Sales. 
The architect who prepared the plans 
and specifications of the new building is 
Charles J. I. Devlin of 240 Montgomery 
street, Saa Fzincuco.
